How juſtly appriz'd ſoever Mr. WW RIGHT 
was of the Temper of this Set of Men, and 
how little they deſerv'd any regard from 
him, who had experienc'd their Piſreſpect 
for him and his Family, eſpecially in the 
material Article of expoſing his Right to the 
moſt apparent Hazards, and laying ſenſible 
Foundations for their own Security, in caſe 
thoſe Proſpects had ſucceeded, which I ſpeak 
in reſpe& to the very beſt of them. . 
juſtly, I ſay, ſoever theſe things were known 
to Mr. WRIGHT, yet with all the 
Sweetneſs and refined Senſe that is natural 
to him, he took many of them into his Fa- 
vour, and neareſt Intimacy, and even by 
theſe gentle means courted the reſt to deſerve 
the like Uſage from him, but to very little 
Purpoſe, nay, to a very ill one, for they in- 
verted his Me eaning, reproach'd him for his 
Kindneſs, and endeavour'd to blaſt his Re- 
putation among the Tenants; and in many 
Places told them, that it was not juſt to pay 
any Rent to him : But this I ſhall come more 
pertinently to hereafter. 

In the mean time, it will be proper to tell 
vou, that there were ſome, whoſe Crimes, as 
well perſonal to Mr. R IG HJ. as general 
0 the whole Community, which could =

be paſs'd over; ſuch Men, for whom few 
People would have ſhew'd any Concern, had 
not the Caſe been cunningly attributed to 
the popular Cry of the Church's Danger, 
3 Notion which the wide-mouth'd Curate 
of Hockley had broach'd among the People a 
fewYears before. So that when theſe Men 
were to be call'd to an Account, tho* noted 
for their Lewdneſs, Immorality, Inſincerity, 
and other perſonal Vices, yet they were 
ſainted to the People; and the lawful Proſe- 
cution carry'd on againſt them, was term'd 
Injuſtice; which together with the ſtale 
Arts of Prieſtcraft, ſo long and continually 
practis'd in this Country, blew the Popu- 
lace into ſuch a Flame, that in many Places 
they gather'd into Mobs and Tum ults, pull'd 
down the Houſes and Meetings of ſuch as 
were, it is to be fear'd, better Chriſtians 
than themſelves, and were not to be quieted 
without giving a great deal of Trouble to 
Mr. W RIGHT and the honeſt Tenants. 
This was begun at the Grand Free-School, 
encouraz'd and fomented by the Leaders of 
it, vilely attach'd to young SHUTE, and 
from thence ſpread it ſelf into other Places. 
Mr. WV RIGHT all this while fat with 
a Godlike Patience, and ſaw himſelf pro- 
vok'd; yet fo great was his Clemency, ſo 
extenſive his Goodneſs, that where he had 
a Power to puniſh, he had the Will to ſpare, 
and what was really the effe& of unpara- 
lell'd Mercy, was barbarouſly and falſly at-

tributed to unnatural Fear. Men of Virtue 
cry'd out ſhame, wonder'd at Mr. WRIGHT's 
Patience; ſaid, it was rather a Sin to ſpare 


Men againſt whom Heaven call'd for Ven- 


geance, than-to puniſh Crimes which were 
a Scandal to civil Society; and finally, de- 


clar'd the Prieſts of the neighbouring Pariſh- 


es were the Trumpets which ſtirr'd up all 


theſe Evils, who, with unhallow'd Throats, 


were like Syrens, ſeducing People into the 
dark Mazes of their Idol Popery; and the 
way to prevent theſe diſmal Conſequences, 
was to ſuſpend them from their Functions, 
and ſweep them, like the Money-Changers, 
out of the Temple. ©. FIT 

But Mr. RIGHT deaf to every thing 
that might look like Severity, {at contented, 
and left the Juſtice of his Cauſe, and the Re- 
ward of his Virtues to the Author of them. 
Oh fatal Lenity! abominable Ingratitudel 
to which ſhall I impute it? I muſt leave it 


to you, Sir, to judge whether any Terms 


were to be kept with theſe Men ; and whe- 
ther any thing but ſuch exceſſive Goodneſs 
as Mr. W RIG H T's, could have excited 
People depending on the Property of it, 
to have abus d his Patience. He is too juſt, 
too good, I know, to repent of his Lenity, 
but every honeſt Tenant has reaſon enough 
to bewail, that they have a Landlord who 
is endued with Virtues, even to a Fault;

After a thouſand other Enormities, which 
he pardon'd as faſt us they were committed, 
they at length, by open Force and Violence, 
combin'd to diveſt him of the Title and 
Efilate, notwithſtanding they had taken the 
ſolemneſt Oaths to the contrary, that could 
be thought of. The firſt thing they began 
with, as I was hinting, was the eſpouſing 
thoſe abandon'd Wretches who had: in the

Booty, and you may therefore depend that 
the Party had good aſſurance in him, when

form Sake, made a Viſit or two, but that

Moment; and by theſe methods, gauling

I necd not tell you that at the Expulſion of 
Boh- Slyboots, Forefieht was made Land. Ste-

do very little. He has however ſome good

ted. He came but little to the Inn, for his 
Frugality deny'd him the Taft of ſuch a kind 
of Life. He had the charge of Coney-IWar- 
ren, and 2 fmall Copſe or two, whereby he

the Trees for Fuel; but this, as he had

Will cannot be 
call'd a Coward, for when the Conſtable 
came to execute the Warrant againſt him, 
Jill hazarded Life and Limb to jump out 
of the Window ; but upon ſetting the Cryer 
to Work, Will ſurrender'd himſelf, and was 
committed to the County-Goal, Pill, you 
know, married one of the Daughters of the 
Head-Oftler, and had a good Portion with 
her; and by his lying Inſinuations had ſo 
far prevaiPd with his Father-in-law, that

George was really a Man of fine Parts, ex- 
treamly courteous and beneficient : His Per- 
ſon and Converſation were very engaging, 
and he was not only a Perſon of Learningand 
refin'd Senſe himſelf, but a great Encourager 
of it in other Men. I think he was the onl 

Perſon of ſo good a Character, that engag'd ; 
and I ſhall always fay, tho' I am ſorry I have 
Occaſion to do it, that he was an Honour to 
the Cauſe. One thing muſt be allow'd, that 
he was ſprung from a Family which had 
been fignal for affording the chief Perſon 
that contributed to the Reftoring Old Row- 


ley to the Eſtate; and I cannot but think 
it Juſtice to ſay in his Favour, that the No- 


tion of Hereditary Loyalty might be liable to 


ſpur him on to that unhappy Affair, which 
tho” I uſe as ſome Excuſe for him, I highly 
condemn as unlawful and unjuſt, eſpeciall 

as he had ſworn to Mr. WRIGHT ; be-

Spitefre, tho' the moſt ſuſpected, 


was the leaſt active; whether it was that 


they did not care to truſt him, or that he 


was too intent on his Bottle to mind Plots, 
I know not, but moſt People thought Nich. 
a Perſon not very liable to Suſpicion that 


way. Wich. was poſſeſsd of a cook derable 


Freehold, but was remarkable by little elſe, 
but the Love of his Bottle, and being con- 
cern'd in this Conſpiracy, which as the lat- 
ter occaſion'd him to undergo a Confine- 
ment, the former did greatly help to allevi- 
ate the Senſe of it. 

Gregory Haywood was another whoſe Cha- 
rater was heighten'd by the Part he bore in 
the Conſpiracy : He was the Son of an emi- 
nent Freebolder in the North Farm, and had 
never been much known there, but for his 
being Son-in-law to Bob Shboots, and for 
the Freebold which the Widdow beſtow'd on 
him, when ſhe gave them away by Dozens. 


His own Father was ſecur'd at the Nortb' 


Farm for Suſpicion - of his Attach to young 
Shute ; and when 1 have ſaid as much of 
Gregory here, I have faid all, except, that 


when he bad lain till the Danger was pretty 


well over, he was releas'd. 


Another of thoſe who lay under Sufpicion | 


of being engag'd in young SHUTE's Inte- 
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reſt, was one John Grub, a rich Farmer, 
and an old Member of the Club: Honeſt 
John had alwaysbeen a Grumbler, and not- 
withſtanding his Attach to the Party; hard- 
ly ſhew'd himſelf pleas'd in the WIDDOW?s 
Days; for whether they thought Fobn un- 
worthy to be truſted, or that he was touch'd 
with the hereditary Lunacy of his Family; 
I. cant tell, but when they were at the 
Heighth of diſtinguithing by the moſt fignal 
Favours, young SHUTE's Partizans, they 
never had the leaſt Regard for John. John 


was ſiez d at his own Farm, and brought be- 
fore the Club, but giving a tollerable Ac- 


count of himſelf, or at leaſt diſowning the 
Gauſe, he was diſmiſs'd, and continues a 
ſtaunch Man to his old Principles. 
Will Crimp was another remarkable Fel- 
low of this Gang; Will was a great Sportſ- 
man, lov'd Horſe-Racing, Fox-Hunting, and 
bad a terrible Itch at Gaming. The young 
Rogue had a good Farm left him, but he got 
into Debt before he was one and twenty, 
and would ſoon have made a hole in it, had 
not Fortune help'd him out. Will's Family 
put him upon Marrying, to retrieve Matters, 
but he was too faſt yok'd with a Miſtreſs, by 


whom he had ſeveral Children « ſhe had ſome 
z Treaſon to hope he would marry her, for ſhe 


had Beauty and Accompliſhments ſufficient; 
nor did ſhe wholly want a Fortune; but Vill 
was her humble Servant as to that. In the 


end, ſhe had an Eſtate left her; and then, 
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41] adminiſter'd for the Benefit of his natu- 
ral Iſſue. Will had another lucky hit, as 


you'll hear preſectly. When the Confpira- 


cy was carrying on in the Country againſt 
Mr. WRIGHT, Vill was one of the moſt 
early and active that appear'd in it; and in- 


deed one of the moſt conſiderable to counte- 
nance it; fo that Will was intruſted with a 


thouſand Guineas of young SHUTE's Mo- 


ney, to diſtribute upon Occaſion for the Sup- 


port of the Cauſe; but Will, willing to ſee 
how the Scales were likely to turn before he 
hazarded his Neck, wiſely vamp'd off with 


the Shiners, which, 'tis ſaid, the young 


Rogue has to this Day. Will play'd leaſt in 


fight with both Parties, till matters were a 


little cool'd, and then found means, to eve- 
ry body's wonder, to make his Peace with 
Mr. WRIGHT ;: but 'tis to be fear'd the old 
Proverb is inherent in him, vis. That which 
is bred in the Bone will never out of the 

Heſb. 3 3 
[ broke off where J was telling you, that 
the Rabble in this part of the Eſtate, after 
the Example of my Lord Hump in the North 
Farm, got together, and openly declar'd for 
oung SHUTE. They grew ſo conſidera- 
ble, that Mr, WRIGHT was oblig'd to ſend. 
out the Conſtables and Watch to ſuppreſs 
them. There had join'd them ſome conſide- 
rable Freeholders and Farmers, and who 
ſhould they pitch on to head them but Tom 
Sbatterbraint. This piece of Honour, you 
muſt 
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muſt know, fell upon Tom, not ſo mnch for 
the Opinion they had of his Courage and 


Conduct, but becauſe he was the moſt con- 
fiderable Man among them on the ſide of the 


Church; which was really the Maggot they 
baited their Hook with, and took ſo many 
Gudgeons in by; nay they manaz'd it pſo 
artfully, that Papifts, Atheiſts, Deiſts, and 
Devils, all tender'd their Service to the poor 


unhappy Church, who by the Aſſiſtance of 
ſuch Friends was like to be brought into a 


moſt flouriſhing State. There was ſcarce a
